paring for a hurried trip to his 
bedside. 

The end came at 2:30 p, m., 
(5 a. m.. Pacific standard time), 
at the home of Eric Stocklasse. 
Scandanavian artist and friend of 
the actor, in Tyreso, near Stock¬ 
holm. 

WIFE OVERCOME 

Mrs. Oland was so overcome by 
the news that .she cancelled res¬ 
ervations on airplanes and steam¬ 
er, made five days ago when she 
first learned of her husband’s ill¬ 
ness. She received word only yes¬ 
terday that his condition was 
critical. Heart complications con¬ 
tributed to the death. 

Harrison Ryon, the widow's at¬ 
torney, said Oland will be buried 
in the little Swedish town of 
Umeo, his birthplace, as was his 
request. 

MYSTERIOU.S TRIP 

Oland’s departure to Sweden 
more than a month ago was al¬ 
most as mysterious as were the 
movements of author Earl Derr 
Biggers’ famous detective that he 
portrayed. 

He had reached a separate 
maintenance agreement with liis 
wife after her .suit filed a year 
ago, and patched up differences 
with his Hollywood studio, which 
temporary suspended him after 
.•’-n unannounced departure from 
the set. 

Mrs, Oland charged In her suit 
that the actor ".so disregarded his 
duties as a husband that he caused 
her much mental anguish." She 
declared excess drinking was the 
cau.se of their trouble. As Char¬ 
lie Chan, she said, he earned $90,- 
000 in 1936. 

CON.SIDERED CHINESE 

Before Oland quietly sailed from 
Los Angeles harbor on a Swedish 
freighter, he had agreed to do 
three more Charlie Chan pictures 
on his return this fall. 

So convincing were his roles as 
a Chinese that Oland was mis¬ 
taken by Chinese for a Chinese 
on a vacation trip in the Orient. 

"Everywhere I went," he said, 
"the natives addressed me in Chi¬ 
nese. I was introduced always as 
'Mr. Chan.’ It was accepted as a 
Chinese." 

Oland came to America In 1893 
with his father, Jonas Oland, a 
half Russian, and his brother, Ar- 
vid. They settled on a windswept 
farm in Connecticut but before 
many years he was in Boston, 
working in a machine shop to earn 
$6 a week while he took voice les¬ 
sons. 

FAILS AS PRODUCER 

In his first appearance there 
he played one of the gay gascons 
in a Sarah Bernhardt production. 
Then he understudied Edward J. 
Morgan, creator of the role of the 
“Christian." Then he went on the 
road playing: in another of Hall 
Caine's productions, “The Eter¬ 
nal City,” with Viola Allen. 

Oland saved his money and aft¬ 
er his marriage in 1908 to his 
widow, the former Edith Sheam 
of the stage, produced and played 
in Ibsen's "Peer Gynt.” As a pro¬ 
ducer Oland made and lost a small 
fortune. 

In 1920 he made his motion 
picture debut, getting $25 a day 
to play John Bunyan in "Pil¬ 
grim’s Progress." That was pro¬ 
duced at Fort Lee, N. J., and 
Oland liked to recall that he al¬ 
most was drowned in the pool of 
despond, a mud hole.

SACRAMENTO. UF) — Threats 
of contempt prosecution for re¬ 
fusal to testify before the Sacra¬ 
mento county grand jury in its 
investigation of legislative cor¬ 
ruption charges hung over two 
witnesses today. 

J. L. R. Marsh, jury foreman, 
instructed District Attorney Otis 
D. Babcock to initiate the con¬ 
tempt action after Clayton Adams 
and William C. Silliman refused to 
testify yesterday. 

Adams and Silliman, former in¬ 
vestigators for the assembly labor 
committee, had been summoned 
for questioning concerning their 
report to the committee on activi¬ 
ties of the International Alliance 
of Theatrical Stage employes at 
Los Angeles. 

William Mosely Jones, speaker 
of the assembly, told the jury he 
was responsible for eliminating 
conclusions and signatures of the 
two investigators from their re¬ 
port to the committee. He said 
the elimination was for the "best 
interests of the people of the 
state’’ and added: 

“The investigators concluded the 
I. A. T. S. E. was a pretty good 
organization after all. The com¬ 
mittee, or a majority of its mem¬ 
bers, thought it should be investi¬ 
gated, . . . an 3 rway the bottom of 
the report was torn off, when a 
request for t. copy was made by 
the press.

SHANGHAI. — Japanese 

war.ships fought their way up the 
Yangtze river today to within 110 
miles of Hankow, China’s provi¬ 
sional capital. 

They were reported shelling 
Chinese positions on both banks 
near Lungping, ten miles down¬ 
stream from the Boom at Wu.sueh, 
while Chinese shore batteries re¬ 
plied vigorously. 

The Chinese expected the bom¬ 
bardment to be followed by mass 
air attacks as a prelude to ah 
attempted landing for an attack 
on Kwangtsi, 25 miles north of 
Wuseuh. Such a move would aid 
the advance of Japane.se troops, 
which Chine.se said were halted 
by the Yangtze flood. 

Chinese advices said the floods, 
caused by broken dikes above Kiu- 
kiang, were growing worse, with 
dike breaches widening and the 
river inundating huge areas on 
both banks. 

While the floods were halting 
the Japanese offensive, these ad¬ 
vices .said, they also were inflict¬ 
ing "unspeakable suffering” on the 
Chinese populace, as did floods 
along the Yellow river in June. 

Japanese naval air squadrons 
attacked the entire 100-mile length 
of the Kiukiang-Nanchang railway 
and bombarded Nanchang, Chinese 
air base. 

A Japanese naval spokesman 
said bombs had set munitions 
warehouses afire at Nanchang. 

Foreigners at Nanchang re¬ 
ported Chinese troops were sys¬ 
tematically tearing up the railway 
.south of Yungsiu, 16 miles from 
Kiukiang, while a steady stream 
of refugees poured into Nanchang.

Life In a Tent 

They’re packed In like sardines, 
and they love it. They love it so 
much, in fact, that they keep com¬ 
ing back, year after year, to the 
Newport Beach tent city, where 
life is lived with a Coney Island 
accent. 

* * • 

Except for an aisle down the 
middle, practically every square 
foot ground in the city is covered 
by tents—and it’s the greatest 
hodge-podge of tents you’ll find in 
Orange county. There are big, ex¬ 
pensive ones, and there are little 
pup tents. ’There are canvM and 
burlap ones, and mixtures. And 
there are some tents that aren't 
tents at all, just pieces of blanket 
draped over a wood frame. 

• • » 

It’s a hodge-podge of people, 
too, and that's what most of them 
seem to Uke about it. They Just 
take down their hair and have fun. 
Most in evidence (maybe because 
they’re bigger, probably because 
they’re more numerous) are fire¬ 
men and policemen: most of the 
firemen seem to be from Pasadena. 
But there are doctors and lawyers, 
merchants and school teachers. 
« * * 

Most distinguished thing about 
the camp personnel is the preval¬ 
ence of youngsters: there seem to 
be four or five of them to every 
tent. As a matter of fact, the tent 
city is pretty much a family va- 
cationland, much more fun as a 
cheap vacation-spot for large fam- 
lles than as a quiet retreat for 

childless couples. 

« « « 

Typical tent city family is that 
of one particular Pasadena fire¬ 
man. His four children (one of 
them married and with a young 
son of her own) are spending the 
summer in camp, and the fireman, 
a widower, just comes down on his 
day off. 

• • * 

The fireman and his family have 
been coming to Newport for the 
past five years. They pitch camp 
early in summer, stay until fall. 
They have an inside spot (away 
from the beach) and pay $4 a week 
for it; their food costs $5 per week 
per person. There isn’t much else 
for them to spend money on. 

* * « 

For amusement the kids go 

swimming and frolic with the oth¬ 
er kids in camp. The women gos¬ 
sip and play bridge: the men fish, 
gossip and play pinochle, maybe 
a little poker. Noise must cease 
camp rule) at 10:30 week nights, 
11 o’clock Saturday nights, and if 
the campers still want excitement, 
they can go up to Balboa a mile 
and a half away. 

• • • 

About half the campers stay 
most of the summer: majority of 
others are in camp one or two 
weeks. Once a new p.arty laifds in 
camp, it takes only four or five 
hours for him to get nicely ac¬ 
quainted with every one in his im¬ 
mediate vicinity, and the all-sum¬ 
mer crowd gets to know practical¬ 
ly everyone there (close to 1000). 

* * « 

Community life gets ample op¬ 
portunity to flourish in the tent 
city. Wiener bakes on the beach 
at night are frequent occurrences, 
and youngsters from every part of 
the camp soon start banding to¬ 
gether with others of their own 
age. 

Old-timers’ greatest clamor is 
for an entertainment center and 
playground so the kids will have 
other things to do besides swim¬ 
ming and fishing. Moat common 
meeting grotmds for the old folks 
now are the community cook¬ 
houses. 

« * * 

The two-week campers eat hap¬ 
hazardly, but the all-summer 
bunch "eats better’’ than at home, 
and only way the lady of the fam¬ 
ily gets a vacation, is to turn the 
summer’s cooking assignment over 
to her husband—which many of 
them do. 

« « • 

Regulations say there can be 
»nly one family to a camp spot 
(18 by 25 feet), but either the 
rules are consistently broken or 
there are some awfully big fam¬ 
ilies. Because on some of the lots 
four or five tents are pitched to¬ 
gether. 

• * » 

' Most typical example of that is 
a suite of tents labeled "Tent Pull¬ 
man.” Consists of seven tent 
rooms, including three regular 
tents, two burlap arrangements, 
two canvas sets draped over 
frames and an auto trailer. The 
whole thing is joined by a corridor, 
and in a way it actually resembles 
a Pullman. 

Tent city Inhabitants will tell 
you it’s the "aristocrats” who hang 
names on the front of their tents. 
Samples: "The Beach Nuts,” “Bur¬ 
lap Manor.” Most desired area is 
that along the beach, and carhp- 
spots there cost $6 a week: the 
trailer area, provided with lights, 
la $5 a week, and the inside row 
of camp draws $4 rent. 

« * * 

Majority of the tent city’s cus¬ 
tomers are from Glendale, River¬ 
side, Los Angeles, Pasadena and 
way points. Comparatively few 
Orange county folks stay there, 

although there are a number of 

Santa Anans in camp; these most¬ 
ly are the two-weekers, rather 
than the all-summer campers. 

• • • 

The camp’s been going as a mu¬ 
nicipal venture, steadily drawing 
bigger crowds, for 20 years. Cus¬

A long-pending suit by Miss H. 
Ina Gerritt, Fullerton teacher, to 
force the Fullerton High school 
district to employ her on a per¬ 
manent basis, is scheduled to go 
to trial Monday before Superior 
Judge H. G. Ames. 

Miss Gerritt filed suit last year, 
charging that the district’s direc¬ 
tors had attempted to evade the 
state tenure law by hiring her 
in the name of the junior college 
district, which has an enrollment 
of fewer than 850 students and 
therefore is exempt from tenure 
requirements. 

She alleged, however, that most 
of her time was spent as a home 
economics teacher in a larger high 
school; and contended that the 
district should be required to hire 
and pay her as a permanent 
teacher. 

Preliminary sparring in the case 
went as far as the fourth district 
court of appeals. Judge Ames 
had sustained a defense demur¬ 
rer by Asst. Dist. Atty. Preston 
Turner on grounds that Miss Ger- 
ritt’s complaint was insufficient, 
and ordered dismissal after her 
attorneys failed to amend their 
complaint within the allowed time. 
The appellate court reversed the 
dismissal order with instruction 
to overrule the demurrer, and the 
case now is ready for trial on 
its merits.

This week we are to look briefly at 
the beautiful character and story of 
Ruth, and think especially of her ad¬ 
venture in faith and its result. The Book 
of Ruth is considered one of the finest 
idyls In literature. Nowhere do we find 
a more exemplary character to present 
young women than that of Ruth, and 
Naomi is the ideal mother-in-law. She 
wins Ruth to her.self and to her God. 

The story opens with a man and his 
wife and their two sons leaving the land 
of Canaan because of a famine, going 
into the land of Moab. Moabites were 
descendents of Lot, the nephew of Abra¬ 
ham. They had forgotten the God of 
Abraham and were worshipers of idols. 
This was not a wilful disobedience on 
the part of this Godly family, but a mis¬ 
take in judgment which could be over¬ 
ruled in its final outcome. However, 
mistakes often bring their toll of dis¬ 
aster and such was the case with this 
group. 

The husband dies leaving Naomi and 
the two sons. They took them wives 
of the women of Moab, named Orpha 
and Ruth. The marriages were not ac¬ 
cording to the Jewish law, but credit 
must be given them for their good 
choices. But now the husbands die, 
without offspring, leaving Naomi bereft

into Israel there is no chance for them 
to marry and obtain an inheritance and 
make homes. The test is too much for 
Orpha. She turns back and is heard of 
no more. Ruth is willing to risk her all 
in the great adventure of faith—faith 
in Naomi, in Naomi’s people, in Naomi’s 
God. Here we have a most beautiful 
sentence in all human speech: "Intreat 
me not to leave thee . . . for whither 
thou goest, I will go . . . thy people shall 
be my people and thy God my God ...” 
So the two went on together. It might 
have been three, but was only two. 
Why? a difference in choice. 

The lesson would not be complete 
without learning how this adventure in 
faith came out. Ruth took her place 
among the poor and became a gleaner. 
Boaz, a rich klnsmtin, saw her, fell in 
love with her. Then under the instruc¬ 
tion of Naomi she represented her right 
of redemption to Boaz and later Ruth 
became his wife and he redeemed the 
Inheritance. From this marriage was 
born Obed, who became the father of 
Jesse who became the father of David. 
Ruth thus became the grandmother of 
David and was one link in the genealogy 
of Jesus Christ. Orpha had the same op¬ 
portunity but broke down In her faith 
and was heard of no more. Ruth made 
the adventure of faith and came to 
great honor.

As early 
as the sixth round Rosenbloom’s 
handlers were applying soothing 
ice to ease his body hurts, but the 
fickle film folk had no room in 
their hearts for youth last night. 

They were there to worship the 
'art of a fellow thespian -to cheer 
as Maxie stroked his open glove 
across Pastor’s face and ridicule 
the audacious youth when he 
lashed out at an opponent who 
had faded from range. 

Any theatricals that Rosen¬ 
bloom displayed in the ring were 
unconscious because Pastor per¬ 
mitted no clowning. There were

Rosenbloom was not acting 
when he leaned over the ropes 
after it was all over, to accept the 
congratulatory hand of a picture¬ 
playing friend.

PRESIDENTIAL TENURE 

To The Editor 


Rarely does the 
prolonged exerci.se of power re¬ 
sult in its voluntary surrender. 
Love of power grows on the meat 
that feeds it. A president oc¬ 
cupying his po.sition for a third 
term will inevitably, on some pre¬ 
text or other, crave for a fourth 
... a fifth . . . and so on toward 
permanency. He will be less and 
less inclined to yield his authority 
except to violence. There have 
been few George Washingtons. 

It is about time, in order to safe¬ 
guard our democracy against the 
epidemic of dictatorships that is 
sweeping the world, that we re- 
I strict legally the presidential ten¬ 
ure to two terms of four years or 
to a single term of six years. Even 
if a dictator is the worthiest, his 
character will not for long stand 
the strain of occupying so lofty 
a pinnacle. He will be transformed 
into a benevolent despot, of which 
hi.story provides many examples. 
Do not be intrigued by the radiant 
smile or the gracious manner . . . 
behind it may lurk danger to our 
liberty. 

It must also be considered that 
reformers are usually poor admin¬ 
istrators; we experience the re¬ 
sults in the reckless mounting of 
the public debt, involving higher 
taxes; we see it in the growth of 
an arrogant bueaucracy and the 
increasing burden.s upon business. 
With due regard to President 
Roosevelt’s kindliness of intention, 
he has been seeking power in many 
directions, albeit unconsciously, 
and the logical end will be per¬ 
manent power — constituting a 
threat to the freedom for which 
the Founders of the Republic 
struggled and .suffered.

NEW YORK.—Jake Powell, a 
part-time outfielder for the New 
^ork Yankees, is riding the pine 
tor 10 days for blurting in an im¬ 
promptu broadcast on the field in 
Chicago that he spent his winters 
doing police work and that his 
specialty was hitting “niggers” 
over the .lead with his club. 

Judge Landis, who tried the 
case and imposed the penalty, 
would thus placate the colored 
clientele of a business which trades 
under the name of the national 
game but has always treated the 
Negroes as Adolf Hitler treats 
the Jews. 

Negroes Barred 

If all American employers did 
the same the entire Negro popu¬ 
lation of this country would starve, 
become public charges or go back 
to slavery. So Powell was only 
giving expression in crude, brief 
wordage to the unspoken but in¬ 
flexible policy of the organized 
baseball industry. Moreover, his 
remark was thoughtless and prob¬ 
ably untrue, whereas the men 
who employ him and Judge Land¬ 
is have given solemn study to the 
problem and confirmed their de¬ 
cision by their conduct. 

Thus no Negro has ever been 
permitted to play or even to try 
out for a job in the organized in¬ 
dustry, and Babe Ruth, were he 
a colored man, would not have 
risen above the rank and pay of 
the leaky-roofed leagues in which 
dark men operate as semi-pros. 

In the semi-pro business, how- 
sver, for more than a quarter of 
a century white men have played 
on good terms against teams of 
Negroes. The white men have 
included major leaguers come 
down into unemployed minor lea¬ 
guers, part-time mediocrities play¬ 
ing for a little extra cash and love 
of the game and some current 
major league players out barn¬ 
storming after their work was 
done. 

From the days of Rube Foster, 
a famous colored pitcher, to the 
present the major league teams, 
as such, have avoided games with 
Negro teams, so there is no line of 
comparison, but certainly Foster 
and other individuals would have 
made good in the most expert com¬ 
pany but for the great “verboten.” 
Foster was good, and major league 
hitters who faced him in informal 
games admitted that he was ready 
in all respects but one. 

Many of the white players are 
southern men who would object 
to Negroes, and the i.ational or¬ 
ganization of baseball is such that 
men must be farmed out to minor 
leagues playing in southern cities 
where a Negro would be unwel¬ 
come on the field in white com¬ 
pany. These are practical diffi¬ 
culties which the magnates have 
had to consider, and it is no fault 
of theirs that the prejudice ex¬ 
ists. 

However, they have been con¬ 
tent to respect the prejudice and 
have never done anything to soft¬ 
en it up, even in northern cities 
where public opinion would have 
approved the granting of an op¬ 
portunity to a pioneer Negro ma¬ 
jor or minor leaguer. By the time 
half a dozen Negroes had been giv¬ 
en a chance, some to fail on their 
merits, no doubt, the novelty 
would wear off, and organized 
baseball, in certain areas, at lea.st 
would be free of discrimination on 
racial grounds. 

But the baseball busine,ss does 
nothing at all about this discrim¬ 
ination, and Powell can argue 
plausibly that he got his cue from 
the very men whose hired dis¬ 
ciplinarian has benched him for 
an idle remark. 

The Yankees or one of the Chi¬ 
cago teams could easily try the 
experiment of using a star colored 
player from one of the semi-pro 
clubs. The customers would suf¬ 
fer no shock, and the southern 
white boys would find after a 
few games that it didn’t hurt them 
much after all. 


The Migrant Flood Ebbs 


Kern county’s rebellion against migrants from the 
"dust bowl” has got well underway just when the worst 
i.s over, if latest reports from California’s border checking- 
stations and the figures of farm security administration 
can be relied upon. 

‘‘The tide has turned,” announces a summary of latest 
information, published in Los Angeles. ‘‘California has 
routed the menace of the influx of migratory indigents. 
The trek now faces east. More are leaving the state than 
entering it.” 

And in support are quoted state quarantine officers 
at Yernio, near Daggett, Blythe, Fort Yuma, and Vidal 
on the Arizona border. ‘‘ ‘Okies’ (Oklahomans) and 
‘Arkies’ (Arkansans) now entering California are few and 
far between,” says Robert M. Campbell at Blythe. ‘‘There 
has been a continued procession going east.” 

Testimony to the same effect is given by W. V. 
Allen, supervisor of the farm placement service of the 
United States empdoyment office at Los .Angeles, who 
thinks the mov'ement into the state has been exaggerated, 
v/ith no account taken of those who leave. And Jonathan 
liarst, coast director for farm security administration, 
points out that the number of migrants receiving federal 
grants in Kern county has diminished from 3000 to less 
than 500. 

Arrivals began to fall off Just when FSA began its 
system of small cash grants, and for the same reason, says 
Mr. Garst. ’Phis reason was the distress of the dust- 
bowlers already here and its cause—the lack of employ¬ 
ment. And Mr. Garst sees this as conclusive evidence 
that not relief but the hope of work is what attracted 
them here. 

Other factors are at work, FSA has identified its 
propaganda in the Middle West against California migra¬ 
tion, giving this state its first dose of organized “knock¬ 
ing” in the process—a “knocking” decidedly welcomed 
here by our most enthusiastic boosters. Also it has ex¬ 
tended its grants and loans to distressed farmers and 
farm workers in their home states. And weather and 
crop conditions are better there.

Diplomats always have figured 
that if they could get by the first 
two weeks of August they would 
be fairly safe as far as war is con¬ 
cerned for another year. 

But now it begins to took as it 
the nazis might not let the August 
deadline pass. All the confiden¬ 
tial reports received here indi¬ 
cate that they are preparing for 
a real showdown. 

Here are some of the secret de¬ 
velopments: 

Austrian and German business¬ 
men have been unable to get 
freight cars in the area around 
the Czech border. All cars have 
been taken over by the military 
because of the heavy shipment of 
supplies. 

Underground airdromes are be¬ 
ing built at terrific speed along 
the Czech border, especially on 
the Austrian side closest to Pra¬ 
gue. 

German motorized transport, 
including heavy artillery, tanks, 
and anti-aircraft batteries, has 
been concentrated in Austria near 
the Czech border. 

The nazi secret council is re¬ 
ported to have picked the date of 
Aug. 13 for the putsch into Czech¬ 
oslovakia. 

Whether or not this latter re¬ 
port is accurate, obviously cannot 
be confirmed. But this much is 
definite. News of the date is be¬ 
lieved. by the British foreign of¬ 
fice, and IS one reason for Lord 
Kunciraan’s visit to Prague and 
file sudden British desire to put 
the quietus on Czechoslovakia. 

British diplomacy today, works 
on the theory of surrender any¬ 
thing that belongs to somebody 
else—but don’t risK a fight. 

All this nazi activity may not 
mean war. But it does mean that 
Hitler is determined to get what 
he wants in Czechoslovakia. He 
would rather get it without war, in 
fact he might run in the other 
direction if he knew in advance 
that war was certain. 

But he has seen the Britisii 
yield so many times, that he is 
gambling on their yielding again. 
Probably that is one reason why 
he has let the British know about 
his troops along the Czech bor¬ 
der. 

Another importaht factor which 
disturbs the British is the real 
mpic ol cohversation between Lord 
iiaiilax and Captain 'Weidemaim, 
mtlers aiae, just before King 
ueorge and yueen Elizabeth went 
to Pans.

No War Bargaining! 

There i.s an increasing prospect that the United States 
may finally be repaid the billions it loaned France and 
England during the World war days. Much talk on the 
part of the Anierican emissaries to those nations appears 
to be getting results. Treasury Secretary Morgenthau is 
even now in France trying to bring loose ends together 
and consummate a plan 6f repayment. 

The debt of Britain—viithout accumulated interest, 
which would at least double it—is .$5,185,730,763; that of 
France, $4,101,220,184. 

In 1931 those two nations spent $1,600,000,000 on 
armaments. Nobody knows exactly what they spent for 
armaments last year, or are spending this year. It is safe 
to say, however, that the sura would make the 1931 figure 
look like pin money. 

If the heads of the two hiuropean democracies regard 
payment of the United States loans as anything like a 
guarantee that this nation will again rush to their aid 
in Europe’s endless quarrels, such repayment—without 
interest—^will doubtless be a good investment, considered 
merely as a war move. 

If America’s ministers and treasury and state depart¬ 
ment representatives permit any such concept to live in 
the minds of the French or British statesmen, or people, 
they will be criminally untrue to the trust that has been 
imposed in them.

It is through this second piece 
of glas.s that the pilot looks and 
watches the ground beneath. As 
lie does so he sees the little spot of 
reflected light which indicates a 
line of sight in a true vertical di¬ 
rection regardless of the position 
of his airplane. 

Corrects for Wind 
When no cross wind is blowing 
to produce side motion in the 
diving plane, or the falling bomb, 
the spot of light coincides with 
the vertical position of the airplane 
above its objective. 

If there is a cross wind, as there 
usually will be, the pilot turns his 
plane until the light spot coin¬ 
cides with his objective as seen 
through the glass plate on the 
ground below. The change in di¬ 
rection which he must produce in 
his plane to achieve this coinci¬ 
dence corrects his dive for the 
amount of cross wind.

COUNTY GOVERNMENT 

A finger was put squarely upon 
one crying need for governmental 
reform when the Western Con¬ 
ference for Commercial and Trade 
Executives, meeting at Stanford 
university, condemned county 
government as the “most ineffi¬ 
cient and wasteful of all political 
units.” 

The reference was not to char¬ 
tered city-county administrations 
like that of San Francisco, but 
to separate county governments, 
mostly in the less populous cen¬ 
ters. 

They follow a similar pattern 
In almost all states. Counties are 
divided into districts, with an 
elected supervisor for each dis¬ 
trict who is the political boss of 
his own domain. Usually each 
supervisor has a road superintend¬ 
ent and crew. These work in¬ 
dependently, with consequent 
costly duplication of effort and 
equipment. There is no respon¬ 
sible single head to government, 
log-rolling occurs between super¬ 
visors, and the taxpayers pay 
the piper. 

The Stanford conference pro¬ 
posed obvious reforms such as 
centralized purchasing, employ¬ 
ment of a trained county engineer 
to control road work, proper bud¬ 
geting and careful attention to 
the costs of welfare and charity, 
source of much of the political 
patronage given in exchange for 
votes.—San Francisco News. 


To the Lawyers 

Lawyers as a group take some serious and almost con¬ 
stant lambasting, due to the unprincipled actions of a very 
small minority of their number, who violate their oaths 
as deputies of justice. The number, of black sheep in the 
profession of law is no greater, probably, than in other 
professions and businesses, but because the trust imposed 
in legal advisers is greater, a betrayal seems greater. 

The new president of the American Bar association, 
Frank J. Hogan of Washington, D. C., gives all members 
of his profession a charter of public service when he says: 

“It seems to me to be important that the American 
Bar association shall take immediate and practical steps 
to assure the American citizen, be he poor or rich, that 
if rights and immunities vouchsafed him by the Bill of 
Rights are anywhere denied him or threatened with denial, 
impartial and speedy investigation will be made, and, 
where the facts warrant it, there will be certainty of as¬ 
sistance of competent lawyers for defense and protection 
in cases which otherwise might be undefended.’ 

This newspaper believes that if this one not too heavy 
task is accepted and faithfully performed by the lawyers 
of America (much as doctors accept the rare task of com¬ 
batting epidemics or disasters) the good name of the legal 
profession will be much safer against the slings and jibes 
to which the errors of its weaker members subject it.
